this country is on the increase. Under 
such municipal government na we find in 
Lawrence, the cities of the United States 
owe a debt cf over one billion dollars, a 
sum half aa large as the national debt! In 
discussing ;the question of municipal in­ 
debtedness last January, we gave tacts 
which proved our position, that Legisla­ 
tures aud the National Congress do not rob 
the people nor create heavy taxation. The 
power of Common Councils is what the 
people should be alarmed at. For instauce( 
rn New York State the tax per capita im­ 
posed by the State Government is ouiy two 
dollars, but the per capita tax in the city 
of New York, under the power of her 
Common Council, is $27.50, and in old 
fashioned Boston, it is $29.00.

Washington, June 26.—Representative 
Rainey (colored), Congressman from South 
Carolina, in an interview to day expressed 
strong hopes that the fKepublic&Bs ,would 
carry three districts in South Carolina. 
There arc, he says, however, two elements 
in doubt: one ot Governor Hampton’s 
ability to enforce a quiet, fair elec­ 
tion, the other of his disposition to do so. 
Ramey has great confidence rn Hampton’s 
sincerity, and says that he has given such 
evidence of his desire to act impartially 
that he will be certain to receive the votes 
of a large portion of the colored people for 
reelection. 
As to National politics, however, Rainey 
says the color line is still clearly drawn, 
and where this 19 not the case there are 
about as many white Republicans as black 
Demccrats. but while the military dabs 
are already fully organized evidently for 
political purposes, although not apparent­ 
ly with the intent to cjuimit violence, 
nevertheless

The Bonanza Worked Out—The Decline 
of the Great Comstock Lode. 


From th e Engineering and Mining Journal 
For about a year past it bas been evi­ 
dent to weiHntormed outsiders that in 
Consolidated Virginia, at least the limits of 
the great bonanza had been found, but the 
secret? which envelope everything con­ 
nected with the mines on 'the great lode 
has enabled those in control to keep a 
knowledge ot the actual condition of af- 
tair* from the public. The steady decline 
in the value of the bonaoza stocks and the 
recent announcement ot reductions in div­ 
idends end the closing—tor several months 
—of the Consolidate d Virginia mine, are 
opening the eyes of the stockholders to the 
aotual state of the case. It ie true the rea­ 
son assigned for closing the mine is to 
make repairs to the shaft; but since the 
workings of two or three other shafts, 
through which it sent orc on previous 
occasions, it seems reasonable to believe 
the actual reason tor the closing of the 
mine is scarcity of the ore; and it ehould 
surprise no one to 
find 
next 
the 
announcement 
that 
the 
ore-body 
had given out. Of course it wiii be found 
that for some time past the “bonanza lirrn” 
bo longer had any large amount of the 
stock of these mines. 
It is, indeed, quite 
generally believed that at the present time 
a very large proportion of the stock is now 
held in the East and in England, where the 
unsophisticated investors have neyc r im­ 
agined that the dividends so punctu­ 
ally paid might have any other origin than 
rn net earnings. With the exhaustion cd 
this great ore-body the glory cf the Com­ 
stock will depart, scarcely any ct the other 
nines on it having for a long time past 
paid expenses. 
Aa cod br ma ti od cf the accuracy of these 
views, we find prominent, well-informed 
California capitalists making investments 
in Montana, Black Hills and Colorado 
mines, and openly saying the Comstock no 
longer offers an Inviting held tor the in­ 
vestment of capital. They have recently 
purchased four or five of the best mines 
yet opened in the Black Hills, and have 
etill more recently made offers for the larg­ 
e r and most valuable mines at Leadville, 
Colorado. It seems, indeed, as it Leadville, 
the Black Hills, and perhaps the Helena 
(Montana) mines would prove the suc­ 
cessors of the great Nevada bonanzas, (lie 
glory of which is evidently departing.
